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SC members endorse 
Grey stand on finances

The emphasis that Julius 
Grey has put on the Students' 
Society Financial crisis has been 
endorsed by various political 
leaders on campus, but the so- 
lutions offered differ greatly. 

David Young, Internal Vice- 
President of the Students' Soci- 
ety, Stan Goldstein, Law rep- 
resentative on Students' Coun- 
cil and Paul Wong, Arts and 
Science representative, who 
represent the major factions 
on Council, gave conflicting 
responses to the problem. 

The issue will probably be 
raised at tonight's Council 
meeting, but, paradoxically, 
the Councillors are also expect- 
ed to devote a great -deal of 
time to casuistic discussion of 
the new Students' Society cons- 
titution. 

Council wants to reach a 
decision on the constitution be- 
fore the Senate meeting to- 
morrow, which is expected to 
pass or reject the new consti- 
tution. 

Both Young and Goldstein 
pointed out that the amount 
needed to keep the Students' 
Society going this year is be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. 

Young emphasized that 
immediate action must be 
taken, since the reserve fund 
will be dry in one-and-a-half 
years, not in two-and-a-half 
years as stated by Grey. 

The amount now remaining 
in the reserve fund is $75,000. 
Even with a smaller deficit than 
last year's $48,000, the reserve 
fund will be too low to support 
1970's deficit. 



Young considers the following 
solutions within the existing 
structure of Council: 

Council could raise the Stu- 
dents' Society fees, but Young 
rejects this move as unreal- 
istic,, especially in light of the 
daily increasing number of stu- 
dents who oppose even the 
present fee. 

An administration subsidy 
could operate the building. The 
money saved on heat and light 
alone would total $40,000. 

Young stated, however, that 
he feared such a solution would 
threaten the Students' Society 
autonomy. 

"And at the most, Grey's 
money-making projects will 
bring $10,000," claimed Young, 
"an amount which is not 
enough". 

The airline companies are 
already reducing their rates 
and Tourbec offers a round- 
trip flight to Europe for a mere 
$740, so little, if any, profit 
will come from a Council- 
sponsored European charter 
flight, noted Young. 

The Committee to Increase 
Students' Society Revenues 
(CISSR) will commercialize 
the building too much. Young 
said. 

But Grey's suggestion to 
show films through the Film 
Society, with the profits going 
to the Coundl's Treasury, 
received Young's full approval. 

Young stressed the import- 
ance of guidelines to cut expend- 
itures in every possible way. The 
Debating Union which cost

Civil liberties rally attacks bylaw 

Negates basic rights 

Speakers at a public meeting in the Union Ballroom yesterday afternoon labelled Montreal's new anti- 
demonstration bylaw and the arrest of Michel Chartrand as "fundamental abridgements of the right to.free 
speech." 



Noel Lyon, associate professor 
of law at McGill, told an audience 
of over 100 students that.the new 
bylaw was also an invasion of the 
prerogative of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in criminal law. He 
expressed fears that the intrusion 
of provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments into this field would 
result in a deterioration of the 
safeguards for the rights of the 
individual. 

He suggested that since the new 
bylaw contravenes Sections 91 and 
92 of the British North. America 
Act, the law should be challenged 
in the courts. 

Paul Wong, Arts and Science 
representative on Students' Coun- 
cil, charged, "The reason for the 
new bylaw is that the authorities 
feel demonstrations pose a threat 
to life and property, and not 
necessarily in that order." 

Bernard Chaput, Vice President 
of La Federation des Enseignants 
Québécois, extended the attack on 
the anti-demonstration bylaw. 
After voicing the grievances of 
the militant Québécois in the cul- 
tural, social, and political 
spheres, he asserted that these 
problems will not be solved by 
banning demonstrations and con- 
cealing the "malaise". 
' He accused certain Quebec 
politicians of "terrorisme intel- 
lectuel", of attempting to frighten 
the Québécois with predictions of 
a collapsing economy if they 
should take steps toward separa- 
tism. ■ 

In reference to the Drapcau- 
Saulnier administration's claim 
to speak for a "silent majority," 
he affirmed, "La majorité silen- 



Plumbers to concentrate 
on McGill role in Quebec

The three candidates compet- 
ing for the two Engineering seats 
on Students' Council agree that 
McGill should play a more viable 
role within a French Quebec, but 
argue on what they consider 
priorities in the campaign. 

The three candidates are Peter 
Shiu. Devinder S. Garewal. and 
Sajid Maqsod. all in B Ene 4. 

Shiu's platform gives priority 
to revising the relation of the 
Engineering Undergraduate So- 
ciety to Council, demanding great- 
er autonomy of undergraduate 
societies in general. 

Maqsod's main concern In 
the campaign is "working for 
ttic people of Quebec". He also 
discussed problems within the 



university, including the library, 
the bookstore and cafeteria 
prices. 

The third candidate. Garewal. 
made the strongest statements 
about McGill's role in Quebec. 
"McGill is only an outside fo- ' 
reign body serving the vested 
interest of the English minority." 
he stated. 

"McGill should not study but 
serve the French working class", 
he suggested. 

Dissatisfaction with the pre- 
sent Council is a major theme 
in the campaigns of the two com- 
petitors for the Architecture seat 
on Council. 

The candidates are Barry Pin- 
sky and Ian Beitel. both in B 
Arch 5. 

"Council is ineffective in its 



dealings with the administration, 
its dealings with the larger and 
smaller faculties, and as a com- 
munication device." Pinsky 
charged. He would not elaborate 
on other problems concerning 
McGill. but said." I have an 
open mind to discuss a whole 
range of issues". 

Beitel. the other candidate, 
said that he feels strongly about 
the "total neglect of our respon- 
sibility" in Quebec. 

In his opinion McGill thus far 
has not been a source of influence 
in Quebec and should use its 
power to play a more positive 
role on behalf of the French 
majority. 

Both candidates agreed that 
they would take a stand against 
the Council Executive if elected.

He recalled that last year a 
member of the Policeman's 
Brotherhood had proposed that the 
police take over the municipal 
government by force unless their 
pension program was accepted 
by the city, but no such charges 
were bid against him. 

Herbert Marx, Université de 
Montréal Professor of Constitu- 
tional Law, demonstrated that the 
powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment to safeguard civil liberties 
are not always implemented. The 
War Measures Act, under which 
the Canadian Bill of Rights . can 
be suspended, means, he said, 
"when we need protection most, 
wedon'tgeUt." 

He cited in particular the ex- 
pulsion of Japanese-Canadians 
from the West Coast during World 
War U, and the jailings and prop- 
erty confiscations directed 
against Jehovah's Witnesses un- 
der the Duplessis regime as 
instances of violations of civil 
rights in Canada. 



"A citizen body that knows 
that civil liberties matter," he 
declared, "is crucial in times of 
crisis." 

During the question period af- 
ter the oratory, a student asked 
the panel members what con- 
crete moves could be made to 
protest the new by-law. 

Professor Marx said that one

Residence policies 
under heavy attack

Present residence policies 
came under scathing attack yes- 
erday during a panel discussion 
at Gardner Hall. 

Taking part were Vice-Prin- 
cipal (Administration) Robert 
Shaw, who is also chairman of 
the Senate Sub-Committee on 
Residence Policy. 0. E. Noel, 
the Business Manager. Dr. I. 
Henderson! Warden of Gardner 
Hall. Peter Chinloy. student 
Senator. Errol Naiman. Chair- 
man of the Union of Residence 
Students, and Sandy Martin. 
RVC representative. 

Also present was Mr. Bobrow. 
representing the firm of archit- 
ects which is designing the new 
co-ed residence. 

The discussion centred around 
student gripes about residence 
policies and facilities-. Comment- 
ing on the dining services. Chin- 
loy suggested that a coupon sys- 



tem be instituted so that students 
would pay only for what they ate. 

Naiman agreed, pointing out 
that many students were moving 
out of residence because they 
were dissatisfied with the quality 
of the food. 

On the question of integrated 
residences, Mr. Shaw said that 
partial integration is likely soon, 
since more accommodation is 
needed for women students. 

Naiman brought up the ques- 
tion of the extent of privacy allow- 
ed to a student. He complained 
that there had been occasions 
when rooms had been searched 
without the students being inform- 
ed. Mr. Shaw agreed that this 
was wrong, but. he said, there 
were occasions when such a 
search would be justified. 

This led to a question from 
the audience about who should 
define such occasions., Miss 
Martin expressed the opinion 
that it should be the House Com- 
mittee's responsibility.

Council $14,000 last year, and 
the Carnival Committee can 
definitely cut their expenses, 
he charged. 

The undergraduate societies 
should strive to put more 
money into Council, he added. 
Last year's grants to the 
societies totalled $334,000, but 
. the intake in student fees was 
only $275,600. 

The proposals to increase 
revenue that were suggested 
by Stan Goldstein were more 
positive in nature: 



The most important step, 
which can be undertaken im- 
mediately, is to get a better 
leal from the Maisonneuve 
vending corporation, he claim- 
ed. 

He said that Council could 
squeeze an additional $7,000 
out of the caterers. 

Another immediate step that 
might be undertaken, accord- 
ing to Goldstein, is to convince 
the administration to obtain 
the current rate of interest on 
the money invested from the 
reserve fund. 

Goldstein also threatened the 
Winter Carnival and the Red

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Civil rights compromised 

In yesterday's éditorial by Professor Fenichel, several omissions in text occurred at the 
printer. With apologies to both Dr. Fenichel and our readers, we are reprinting below the 
article as it should have appeared yesterday. 



If the present municipal bylaw has any virtue, 
it is that it represents such a basic and obvious 
denial of civil liberties that it is hard to justify 
not protesting. Even those "civil libertarians" 
who accept the bylaw as necessary feel obliged 
to qualify their acceptance by pointing out that it 
is not the legislation per se that is important but 
the nature of its enforcement. The same cannot 
be said of the protest bylaw proposed by six 
academics from McGill and the University of 
Montreal. 

With all the skill of liberal academicians they 
have proposed a substitute that would be effec- 
tive in preventing unwanted protest while being 
seemingly liberal and reasonable in its provi- 
sions. The protest bylaw puts ultimate respon- 
sibility for maintaining order on the protestors 
rather than the police. Naturally, leaders of a 
protest should be expected to cooperate with po- 
lice to maintain order but to make them legally 
responsible for crowd control is logically absurd. 
They are not trained for such work and can't 
reasonably be held legally responsible for every 
yahoo who may see a protest as a chance to make 
trouble. The more important the issue, the great- 
er the emotional feelings involved, the larger the 
expected crowd, the less likely adequate con- 
trol arrangements during every phase of the dem- 
onstration or parade can be guaranteed by the 



protestors. If the leaders of a large protest 
should be foolhardy enough to make the guarantees 
they would have to wait at least two days before 
demonstrating (timing is frequently crucial in a 
demonstration) and perhaps longer if the police 
wanted to delay matters while they "checked the 
arrangements", the police could deny permission 
because of inadequate guarantees. What judge 
would then take the personal and political risk 
inherent in overriding their decision? A final 
possibility is that the protest goes on, there is 
trouble caused by protestors or agitators (police 
or otherwise), and the leaders of the protest find 
themselves subject to legal penalty, the exact 
nature of which is not specified in the protest 
bylaw. 

Instead of standing up and protesting the by- 
law, the "academic six" have found a way to 
compromise the civil rights of the community. 
The right to protest is turned into a privilege to 
be handed out at the pleasure of the director of 
police. As one of my colleagues put it, protest is 
to be turned into a "ritual of subordination". 
I suppose if there had been indoor plumbing at 
Dachau, it could have been called an improve- 
ment. If their proposal is adopted, the "academic 
six" will have provided the "indoor plumbing" 
for the bylaw and in doing so have done the Mont- 
real community a great disservice.

meeting, and is trying to work 
with other universities and trade 
unions. 

An alternate proposal is to 
stage a peaceful demonstration 
on the island, but this might lead 
to a number of arrests. 

Young said, "Something dra- 
matic has to be done now to chal- 
lenge the Drapeau-Saulnier ad- 
ministration." 

However, Julius Grey, Presi- 
dent of the Students' Society, 
asserted that he does not want 
Council to spend time on this is- 
sue. "We've got to get down to 
our finances," he said. 

Although Grey is opposed to 
the. bylaw, he pointed out, "It 
is childish to act on social prob- 
lems as we must sacrifice some 
of our ideals to clean up the af- 
fairs of Council." .

and White Revue with a com- 
plete cut in funds unless they 
make a profit next year. 

Right now Council cannot 
afford to finance community 
projects such as legal aid 
in Pointe Claire and the Jeanne 
Ma nee clinic. 

He predicts that a lot of 
repairs will be needed by the 
end of this year because Young 
has neglected the Union main- 
tenance. 

While Wong agrees with the 
necessity to solve the financial 
crisis immediately, he insists 
that the financial situation is 
a result of political develop- 
ments. 

This is the first year that 
Council has granted as much 
as S40,000 to the undergraduate 
societies. The previous grant 
has never been more than 
$10,000. Because the societies 
threatened to secede, Council

was forced to agree to their 
demands, he explained. 

The financial problem will 
not be solved by creating 
auxiliary resources, such as 
chartered flights, he said. , 

Wong's solution to the finan- 
cial problem is the restruct- 
uring of the distribution of 
student fees. Out of the $24 
paid by students now, the 
amount needed to maintain the 
essential services of the Union 
must be given to Coundl. 

The remainder should go to 
each undergraduate society, 
which will assume political 
responsibility. 

A constitutional amendment 
would provide for this new 
division of fees. 

The financial solution cannot 
be resolved other than through 
a constitutional restructuring, 
he claimed. Giving the societies 
more money means bankruptcy, 
warned Wong, and halting the 
flow of money to the societies 
can only bring about the death 
of the Students' Sodety.
